Adoption of Report Number 1 of the Board of Education. — The consideration of 
Report number 1 of the Board of Education, pending at adjournment yesterday, was re- 
sumed and Robert H. Wynn, President og Centenary College, W. Winans Drake, Confer- 
ence Secretarv of Education, Robert Randle, James M. Henry, President of the Confer- 
ence Board t f Education, K. W. Dodson, R. William Tucker, and Bishop Hoss addressed 
the Conference. The report w*as then adopted as follows: 

REPORT NUMBER 1 OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Your Board of Education is charged with the special care of an interest of the 
church which is not less sacred and important than any of the other great missionary 
or benevolent causes which are fostered by her. While it may not appeal as directly 
to the sympathies of our people, as do some other claims, the cause of Christian Educa- 
tion is vitallv bound up with every interest of the church, because it is essential in the 
training of efbcient leadership in the work of the church, both in evangelistic and mis- 
sionary endeavor, and in the development of its benevolent enterpriess. It is increas- 
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ingly evident to thoughtful leaders in Education as well as in the church, that the effort 
of the church is needed in the educational system of the country in emphasizing the 
Christian element in all periods of educational life. It is almost self-evident that 
the church which will mould the future in any state or section is the church which 
educates its young people with proper emphasis on the fundamental Christian basis of 
life 

We rejoice in the progress made by our church as a whole in founding the tw T o 
Universities — Emory and Southern Methodist. Since our Conference falls within the 
territory of the Southern Methodist University and is by Conference action represented 
upon its Board, we recommend to our people seeking University courses, and especially 
^to our young ministers seeking theological training, to make use of the opportunities 
it offers. We congratulate the church upon the unique record of its first session in en- 
rolling a larger number of students than any ether American University has matriculated 
in its first session; and, upon the bright prospects for increasing success and usefulness. 

We recommend that Rev. W. W. Drake be appointed Commissioner for the Univer- 
sity in the Louisiana Conference, and that the Commissioner be authorized to raise by 
personal contributions, as may be possible a memorial endowment fund for its Theolog- 
ical School. 

W e resTet the inability of our Board, through the pressure of our local demands, 
to make any appropriation at the present time toward the maintenance of the theological 
department. 

Louisiana Methodism is face to face with the question of the church college. 

It challenges us with this dilemma: Shall we depend upon other agencies or 

other sections of the church for the development of our leadership as a church? or shall 
we definitely and adequately undertake the task of providing colleges for our boys and 
girls sufficiently equipped and endowed to compete successfully with the state and 
other institutions? If we depend for the recruiting of our Ministry upon secular institu- 
tions, or other Conferences, it is certain that the supply will be uncertain and in- 
adequate, and our whole work is bound to suffer. If we depend upon the secular insti- 
tutions to fuinish the leadership needed in the lay ranks of the church, we shall find 
that those institutions, confessedly planned to furnish leaders in the development of the 
state itself, its progressive teachers, farmers, engineers, politicians, can have neither 
the purpose nor atmosphere to train religious leaders to meet the great problems of the 
church. So that the whole future of our church in the state is largely dependent upon 
our treatment of this dilemma.. 

This question must be decisively answered by the one hundred and fifty preachers 
and thirty-six thousand members of our Church in the State— not by passing resolu- 
tions or adopting reports, out by a loyal and united support of our institutions, whose 
possibilities of effective service are limited only by the means and patronage which we 
give them. The loyalty of the public schools of the State to its higher institutions has 
made possible the success of those institutions, and a similar co-operation of the Church 
with her colleges will produce similar results. The Methodists of the State have shown 
in reference to other interests, that when we realize the need, there is no lack of en- 
thusiasm or money to support a sacred cause. Our response to the challenge of Chris- 
tian education must be based upon a definite conviction of its necessity and a large and 
generous vision of its demands. 

The base line in the maintenance of our institutions and for any forward move- 
ment must be found in larger response to our regular Educational assessment. Our 
slogan must be the assessment in full. This would mean a large increase in the sta- 
bility and efficiency of our Colleges. How far short we have come of this ideal, is seen 
in the fact that only eighteen charges last year paid in full and thirty-seven reported 
nothing paid on it. As a Conference we stand near the foot of the list of Conferences, 
paying about half of this claim. 

CENTENARY COLLEGE. 

At present our most critical problem is Centenary College, which faces many 
difficulties. Your Board agreed with a number of Shreveport citizens at a meeting last 
March to increase, subject to the action of the Conference, the amount to be paid to 
Centenary by the Conference from $1600.00 to $2500.00 annually on condition that the 
people of Shreveport would, by renewal of the voluntary tax, which has expired, or 
otherwise provide as much as $3500.00 annually for ten years for the maintenance of 
the college. Under our present assessment, we will be able to meet this condition and 
we recommend that that agreement of the Board be confirmed by the Conference. Our 
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friends in Shreveport have made some progress toward the renewal of the tax, but have 
not been able to arrange in time for its collection this year. They have agreed to secure 
by other means the sum of $2500.00 for use the present session . The funds secured 
by the tax o~ otherwise from Shreveport and the increased appropriation by the Con- 
ference, will insure for t3n years the basis of maintenance fo the college and give oppor- 
tunity for raiding funds for needed buildings and endowment which must be secured. 

The report of the President, which gives the main facts as to the conditions at 
the College follows: 

REPORT OF PRESIDENT OF CENTENARY COLLEGE. 

Centenary College opened it3 ninth session in Shreveport with a splendid teach- 
ing force and with a high grade of students though the number who have enrolled is 
small. Ten ministerial students have entered, eight of whom are now in school and 
three of whom members of the Conference, hope to receive degrees in June. We have 
nine sons of preachers, including one Baptist and one Presbyterian. 

A donation of ($1000.00) one thousand dollars from Mr. C. W. Blair made possible 
some urgentiv needed improvements. Among new features an outdoor gymnasium has 
been installed and military drilling has been introduced. Centenary in truth furnishes 
a most wholesome atmosphere for boys, and I again urge preachers and laymen to do 
all in their power to supply the increased patronage to which we are entitled, and if 
possible a stable and sufficient maintenance. 

Our do-mitory rooms are comfortable, our table fare is wholesome, our boys are 
studious, contented and gentlemenly in deportment. The spirit of the institution is bet- 
ter than at anv time since I have been in connection with it. R. H. WYNN. 

MANSFIELD FEMALE COLLEGE. 

Our College for girls at Mansfield is meeting with increasing success, having at 
present, we understand, the largest enrollment in its history, and is doing successful 
work. The special collection taken at the last Conference, about half of which was con- 
tributed by Mansfield citizens, enabled the Board to meet the payments that were due 
or overdue on the bonded indebtedness, and it is confidently hoped that the assessment 
will enable us to take care of all future payments. 

We recommend that the General Conference Board be requested to continue its 
appropriation of $1000.00 to the College. 

SEASHORE DIVINITY SCHOOL. 

We recognize the increasing value of the Seashore Divinity School and recom- 
mend to our preachers to attend its sessions and take advantage of its classes and lec- 
tures. Until we can see our way to make an appropriation toward its support, we recom- 
mend that the same plan be pursued as heretofore in raising at least $150.00 for its 
expenses. 

We realize that in reference to our Educational work, as in every phase of the 
Lord’s business, the power that brings success in from the Lord, and we call upon our 
preachers and people to engage definitely in prayer that God may open the way for the 
enlarged success of our Educational institutions.

Report of Board of Church Extension. — Robert O. Randle read the report of the 
Board of Church Extension which was adopted as follows: 

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

Your Board of Church Extension beg leave to submit the following report: 

In accordance with the instructions of this Conference by action taken in 1915. 
the President of this Board attended the meeting of the Conference Board representa- 
tives held at Louisville, Kentucky, and he with the other members of this Conference 
who attended received a great inspiration. 

Among other matters discussed at that meeting was the subject of Church Ar- 
chitecture, and your Board desires to call the special attention of our preachers to this 
matter. Our General Board has established a department of Church Architecture and 
has made a beginning in the preparation of plans and information on that subject. We 
advise those who are contemplating the building of churches to take this matter up 
with the General Board. 

At this point w T e believe it is well to call the attention of the brethren to the fol- 
lowing resolution of the General Board on this subject* 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of this Board that our people who contemplate 
asking for Church Extension funds for the erection of churches, either by loan or dona- 
tions, shall submit their financial methods and architectural plans to the Corresponding 
Secretary of the General Board, or to the Executive Committee of the Conference Board, 
within whose bounds the Church is located, and secure their approval of the same. 
Failure to do this shall debar them from securing funds from these Boards.” 
While we have not followed this rule at this time, we believe that is a wise one. 
and that it should be applied to our work in the future. 

We vrish to call attention to the literature provided by the General Board on the 
subject of Church Extension, and furnished without cost to preachers, for their own 
use and for distribution. We suggest that a supply of this literature be procured by our 
preachers and distribution made of same. We would also recommend that the cause of 
Church Extension be presented from the pulpits of our churches as often as practicable, 
and that the Missionary features of this work be specially referred to. 
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We desire to congratulate the whole Church on the acquisition of the new build- 
ing at Louisville. This building is convenient and beautiful and gives to the Board of 
Church Extension permanence and prestige greatly to be appreciated. 

There was an offer to present to each pastor w r ho paid his Church Extension As- 
sessment in full, a copy of the life of David Mortion, by Bishop Hoss. If any of our 
pastors have overlooked this offer w r e would urge them to avail themselves of the offer 
by writing to Dr. McMurry for their copy. 

We suggest that money collected on the Church Extension assessment during the 
year be promptly forwarded by t lie brethren to the Treasurer, so that the portion pay- 
able to the General Board may immediately be put to work. 

We are sorry that more of our Sunday Schools are not making use of the Sunday 
School Birthday Jars. During the past year only nine schools have contributed with a 
total amount of sixty-two dollars and eighty-three cents. This is an important agency, 
but one too lightly esteemed. A large increase could be secured if any general campaign 
were promoted through the Conference. 

We note with pleasure that the collection for 1916 shows an increase of six hun- 
dred and fifty-one dollars over 1915; the collection this year is three thousand two hun- 
dred and eleven dollars; even this, however, is less than fifty per cent of the assessment. 

During’ the year 1915 only 6.9 cents per capita was paid by our Conference to 
Church Extension. We deplore this insignificant contribution, and we submit that our 
people should pay not less than the total amount assessed for this cause. 

The assessment for 1917 has been placed at the same amount as for 1916, to-wit., 
the sum of five thousand nine hundred and seventy dollars. 

During the year past the members of your Board have made an earnest effort to 
bring to the attention of ’ill our District Conferences the cause of Church Extension. 
We believe that this has been productive of good and it is our intention to continue 
this work. 

Your Board has carefully considered all the claims presented to it, and has 
apportioned the funds at its command as, in its judgment seemed best, and as herein- 
after set forth;

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Address of S. S. McKenney. — The Rev. S. S. McKenney, Commissioner for the 
Representative Church, was introduced and addressed the Conference. 

S. H. Werlein introduced the following resolution, which were adopted: 

RESOLUTION CONCERNING THE WASHINGTON CITY REPRESENTA- 
TIVE CHURCH. 

Whereas, the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, is erecting in the City of Wash- 
ington, D. C., ?. Representative Church Building for all of our people, and 

Whereas., the General Conference Commission who are charged with the respons- 
ibility of carrying forward this enterprise are calling upon all the Annual Conferences, 
as such, to make contributions to this most worthy cause. Therefore Resolved: 

First— That we, the Louisiana Conference now assembled in annual session at 
Baton Rouge, Louisiana, do hereby subscribe the sum of two thousadn five hundred 
($2500.00) dollars for this enterprise. 

Second — That we request the Bishop now presiding to appoint a Commissioner 
from each District in the Conference whose business it shall be to see that this matter 
is presented to each charge in his District, endeavoring to raise during the ensuing 
year by a free-will offering such proportion of this subscription as may be necessary 
to redeem this pledge. 

Third — That these Commissioners may call to their assistance the Conference 
and District and charge Lay Leaders in carrying out this action. 

Fourth — That these Commissioners meet as speedily as possible and organize for 
the purpose of carrying out these resolutions.

H. N. B v own presented the report of the Sunday School Board which was adopted 
as follow’s: 

REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

We approach this session of our Conference with a profound sense of the increas- 
ing importance of the Sunday school w r ork. The Sunday school has gradually advanced 
from the position of the most neglected and the most insignificant of religious agencies 
to where it is the most useful and the most universally recognized of all the auxiliaries 
of the modern church. No church can be without it, or its equivalent and live in this 
age of efficiency. 

It is the purpose of your Board so to serve the Sunday schools of our Conference 
as to aid them in becoming real schools of religion, performing real religious educa- 
tional work in all our churches. 

W'e are glad to report that the Sunday school interests are advancing along all 
lines throughout the connection. Our literature is enjoying a steady growth. While 
two of the uniform publications have shown a decreased circulation, and the Graded 
Sunday School Magazine lia* suffered a slight loss, there is a grand total of nearly two 
and a half million and a net increase of 113,000 in circulation. 

An encouraging sign of improvement is the rapid growth of the Teacher Training 
movement, looking to the greater efficiency of our Sunday school workers. We commend 
the attention of our Colleges to the movement for the installation of Teacher Training 
work as a part of their regular curriculum. 

We urge attention to the Institutes and Schools of Principles and Methods of 
which that at Lake Junaluska is now the most thoroughly prepared. But others are be- 
ing planned, and the one in connection with the Seashore Divinity School will probably 
be a development of the near future. 

Perhaps the most significant movement of to-day in the Sunday school world is 
the Organized Class movement, of which the Wesley Classes is the Methodist Phase. 
Your Board has planned and asks your endorsement of a Wesley Bible Class Federation 
to meet in Alexandria in the early part of next year to promote interest in this grow- 
ing branch of ’our work. The Sunday schools are showing increased interest in Mis- 
sions. They are studying China in the graded and uniform classes. The Sunday schools 
gave $205,000 last year for Missions. 
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THE WORK IN OUR OWN CONFERENCE. 

Rev. W. H. Coleman, the Field Secretary appointed by Bishop Atkins at the last 
session of this Conference, was appointed to the pastorate at Alexandria after four 
months service in the office, and by authority of the Bishop, your Board employed Rev. 
C. V. Breithaupt to fill tne vacancy. In the seven and a half months of his service, he 
has travelled over 11,000 miles, made 165 addresses, and participated in 81 Sunday 
School Councils. Your Board did not believe it practical to continue the salary of the 
Fieid Secretary at $250.00 per month, and at its mid-year meeting we reduced the salary 
to $125.00 per month, with travelling and stenographic expenses added. We believed 
that this would meet wiih the general approval of the Conference. 

Your Board supplies literature to several needy Sunday schools, on recommenda- 
tion of the Presiding Elders, and has made it a rule to supply children’s day programs 
to all Sunday schools not able to provide them, when such schools will agree to observe 
Children’s Day, and send the offerings to our Treasurer. Your Board recognized the 
valuable service rendered to many of our Sunday schools by the Louisiana Sunday School 
Association. 

We recommend the continuance of the two per cent assessment for the main- 
tenance of the work of the Field Secretary. 

We request Bishop Hoss to appoint Rev. C. V. Breithaupt to the office of Field 
Secretary. 

We recommend the adoption of the following resolution: 

Whereas, the General Sunday School Board of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, holds in its possession $50,000.00 which was raised in our Sunday schools for the 
endowment of a chair of Sunday School Pedagogy for the training of preachers and 
Sunday school workers of cur Church, and 

Whereas, the General Sunday School Board has agreed to turn over one-half of 
this amount (the other half going to Emory University), to the School of Theology of 
Southern Methodist University, on condition that an additional $35,000.00 be raised for 
the endowment of the Department of Sunday School Pedagogy; and, 

Whereas, Dr. E. B Chappel, our Sunday School Editor, has endorsed the plan 
proposed by the Trustees of Southern Methodist University to raise the additional 
amount required and has agreed to make use of the Sunday school publications of the 
Church in order to lay this important interest on the hearts of our people; therefore, 
be it resolved: 

9 

First — That we co-operate in this undertaking by naming the second Sunday in 
March (or some Sunday as near thereto as practicable) “Religious Education Sunday;” 
agreeing on the above named Sunday to call special attention in all our Sunday schools 
to this endowment fund, and to take a special offering for this purpose. 

Second — That we call upon our pastors to preach special sermons on Religious 
Education on the Sunday named, and ?sk our congregations to allow the regular open 
coPection on “Religious Education Sunday” to go to the endowment of this Department 
in Southern Methodist University. 

It is understood that all monies raised for this fund are to be sent to the Treas- 
urer of the Annual Conference Sunday School Board, and by him sent to Frank Reedy, 
Bursar, Southern Methodist University, Dallas, Texas.

Report Number 2 of xhe Board of Education. — W. W. Drake read report Number 2 
of the Board of Education. 

W. H. Coleman moved to amend by striking out the recommendation that Thomas 
Carter and H. B. Carre be appointed professors in Vanderbilt University. 

After discussion the pending question was ordered on motion of C. A. Battle and 
the amendment prevailed. 

The report as amended was adopted as follows: 
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REPORT NUMBER 2 OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Your Board of Education, realizing that our people can be brought into vital co- 
operation with our Educational plans only by a definite and powerful conviction of their 
importance, -would call attention to the law requiring each pastor to preach once a year 
on this subject, and emphasize the necessity of circulating literature upon this subject. 

We commend the plan of the General Board in co-operation with other Boards, of 
setting apart an Educational day in the Epworth Leagues, Sunday schools, bringing the 
colleges of the Church to the attention of our young people. 

We also call attention to the requirement that a sermon on the call to preacn shall 
be preached in each congregation, and to the plan of setting apart vocation day in our 
Sunday schools. 

We rejoice in the widening usefulness of the Correspondence School and recom- 
mend, especially to our undergraduates, its courses of instruction. 

We have considered the request of the Department of Supply and Training that 
we levy an assessment for Ministerial Education, to be used for assisting young men 
in their education for the ministry eighty per cent to be directed by the Conference 
Board and twenty per cent by the General Conference Board, and in lieu of the assess- 
ment suggested have appointed a committee to work out definite plans for securing 
such a fund. 

We commend to our people the Seashore Camp Ground School at Biloxi, Miss., 
under the joint control of the New Orleans, Seashore and Mobile District Conferences, 
as a good training school in a healthy location and under wholesome Christian manage- 
ment. 

W'e recommend that the assessment for Conference Education remain at $10,000, 
which, combined with the assessment of the General Board of $1890.00 as follows:

Paper from the Board of Education. — The following paper from the Board of 
Education was read by W. W. Drake and adopted: 

PAPER FROM THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

The Committee appointed by this Conference to examine candidates for admis- 
sion on trial in attempting to discharge its duty finds itself confused because of the 
following facts: 

1. The General Conference of 1914 enacted that “the educational requirements 
for admission on trial into the travelling connection shall be equivalent, so far as En- 
glish branches are concerned, to the requirements set by the Educatioanl Commission 
for admission into a standard college, etc.” See Discipline 1914, Paragraph 729 first 
issue; Paragraph 730 second issue. 
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2. In the first issue of the Discipline for 1914, paragraph 730 gives the follow- 
ing course of study for admission trial: English Grammar, Rhetoric, Geography, Arith- 

metic, with special reference to Bookkeeping; Outlines of World’s History (Swinton); 
Manual of Christian Doctrine (Banks) ; Wesley’s Sermons on “Justification by Faitli” 
and the Witness of the Spirit; the Book of Discipline; written Sermon. 

From the second issue of the Discipline of 1914, the paragraph just quoted is 
omitted entirely. 

3. That part of the course of instructoin relating to general education given in 
paragraph 730 of the first issue of the Discipline of 1914, does not harmonize with the 
requirement found in the same Discipline paragraph 729. The course outlined is not 
equivalent to the requirements of the Educational Commission for admission to the 
freshman class of the standard college. 

4. In the later issues of the Discipline of 1914, there are no courses of study 
given for candidates for admission either in general education or in specifically religious 
subjects. 

On account of the confusion resulting from the situation here given, we respect- 
fully request our Bishops to give to the Church at an early date a definite statement of 
the courses of study required under the law of 1914 of Candidates for admission on trial 
into the travelling connection, said statement to cover courses both in general educa- 
tion as well as specifically religious subjects. 

J. I. Hoffpauir moved that when we adjourn we adjourn to meet Sunday afternoon 
at 3 o’clock, in Memorial Session. The motion prevailed. 

After the benediction by W. W. Drake, Conference adjourned on motion.

The Conference was led in prayer by J M. Brown. 

C. A. Battle read as Scripture lessons Psalm XXIII, and 2 Corinthian V. 

Question 21 — Question 21 was called: What preachers have died during the past 

year? 

Answer — J. A. Parker. 

J. D. Harper read a memoir of Brother Parker and was by consent granted time 
to perfect manuscript of same as the report of the Committee on Memoirs. (See Ap- 
pendix.) 

J. M. Brown, Robert Randle, H. W. May, R. W. Tucker, Stephen J. Davis, and 
John T. Sawyer made eulogistic remarks upon the life and character of the deceased 
brother; after this one nundred or more brethren stood in testimony that their lives 
had been touched and blessed by Dr. Parker 

In the absence of Bishop Floss, who was to have made a memorial address on 
Bishop Wilson, whose death had been announced the first day of Conference, it was 
moved by F. S. Parker that a suitable memoir of Bishop Wilson be prepared for in- 
sertion in the minutes. The motion prevailed. 

It was moved by R. H. Wynn that the Editor of the Minutes be instructed to pre- 
pare and insert in the Annual sutiable memoirs of sisters M. G. Jenkins and Wilson 
Moore, who had died during the year. The motion prevailed. 

On behalf of the Asbury Memorial Committee Dr. S. A. Steel was introduced and 
addressed the Conference on Francis Asbury. 

On motion of R. S. Isbell the Conference by a rising vote thanked Dr. Steel for 
his inspiring address. 

The Conference was declared adjourned and the benediction was pronounced by 

S. A. Steel. 
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SIXTH DAY. 

Convening. — According to rule Conference convened in sixth day’s session, Mon- 
day, November 27, at 9 a. m. Bishop Hoss in the chair. 

Devotional Service. — The opening devotional service was conducted by Bishop 
Hoss, and consisted of singing Hymn 4,

prayer led by H. W. May, singing of Hymn 91, 

‘‘Guide me on Thou Great Jehovah.” 

Scripture reading from Colossians 1:20, and memorial remarks upon the late Bishop 
Wilson by Bishop E. E. Hoss. At the conclusion of which Hymn 611, 

“Come let us join our friends above’ 

was sung. 

Minutes Approved. — The minutes of the session of Saturday afternoon and the 
memorial session of Sunday afternoon were read and approved. 

The Bishop submitted a certificate of ordinations as follows, answering Questions

At the same time Alonzo Early received from the Congregational Church appeared 
with the candidates and assumed the vows of ordination without reimposition of hands, 
and was recognized as a travelling elder.

Report of Committee on Evangelism. — J. G. Snelling on behalf of the Committee 
on Evangelism made a report which was adopted as follows: 
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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM. 

The program and plan as recommended by the Committee on Evangelism and 
adopted by the Presiding Elders in a call meeting at Alexandria, Louisiana, Octobei 26 
and 27, 1916, is as follows: 

December. 

Let the Evangelistic Committee and the Conference Lay Leaders and the Presid- 
ing Elders meet as early in December as possible to discuss the details of the work as 
it concerns each district and to choose a particular month for each district. 

January. 

We recommend that the Presiding Elders call a meeting of all the preachers in 
their respective districts the first week in January to plan the revival work. We sug- 
gest that as far as possible at this meeting the dates for holding revivals in each charge 
be fixed and spiritual men be selected, either evangelists who have been endorsed by 
the evangelistic committee or pastors who possess evangelistic fervor. We would 
further suggest that, where a pastor serves several churches, he unite these churches 
in a central community and plan for a longer meeting than usual. Where this is not 
practical let the pastor select the most important places in his charge for the month 
chosen for his district and nold meetings at the other points at a later date. 

February. 

We recommend that particular emphasis be given by the pastors to soul saving 
themes; that prayer circles be organized and that the last week of February be observed 
in all of our churches as the week of prayer. 

That March, April, May, June, July, August, September be chosen for the revival 
campaign throughout the d- strict. 

Let all God's people pray and endeavor to, “WIN ONE TO CHRIST.” 

PLAN. 

The plan presented by the Conference Committee on Evangelism to the Presiding 
Eledrs' Conference in session in the First Methodist Church, Alexandria, Louisiana, 
October 27, was read and after thouhgtful discussion it was decided that the committees 
on evangelism perfect the plan, have it printed, and that it be recommended to the An- 
nual Conference in formal session at Baton Rouge, Louisiana, appointed for November 
22, 1916. 

The Plan is as follows: Whereas, There has been no concerted revival effort in 

our Conference in many years; and whereas, believing that the most important work 
of the Kingdom is to Win Men to Christ; and whereas, our Church provides for special 
emphasis on Evangelism, we the Conference Committee on Evangelism, recommend to 
the Annual Conference now in session the following plan: 

(1) Resolved for the purpose of inspiring in our own hearts deeper consecration 
for the task before us we begin by holding Conference evangelistic services during Con- 
ference week. 

(2) That during the year 1917 we conduct organized revival efforts throughout 
the State, giving special emphasis to personal evangelism or the “ Win One Plan.” 

(3) We would emphasize the importance for holding special meetings for men, 
women, young people, and children, That canvasses be made for membership by the 
Sunday School, Epworth Leagues, Missionary Societies and all organized classes and 
organizations in the Church. We would discourage union meetings at this time unless 
those in charge think larger results could be obtained by that method. 

(4) That the pastors organize prayer bands, publicity committees, that the evan- 
gelistic committee appointed in each church carefully tabulate reports and furnish in- 
formation of the progress of the work to the Presiding Elders and that the Presiding 
Elders keep our Bishop posted as the work advances. 

(5) That all committees be instructed by the Presiding Elders and Pastor as to 
their duties that they may render every assistance by giving publicity to the meetings 
through our Conference organ and daily papers. We recommend that the pastors read 
Dr. Todd’s book on evangelism and furnish personal workers with helpful leaflets on 
“How to Win Men to Christ,” That the evangelistic committee in each local church dis- 
tribute tracts and leaflets on the various causes of our Church. 

(6) That the Presiding Elder and preacher in charge, together with the Record- 
ing Steward check up the church roll and endeavor to get a correct roll, finding out 
those who have moved away and where they are, sending their certificates of member- 
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ship to the pastor in the charge, where they reside, hoping by this means to enlist the 
hundreds of Methodists who are not now in touch with church work worship. 

(7) By all means let the work be done decently and in order, and to prevent con- 
fusion we would suggest that a committee on finance in each charge be appointed to 
arrange for the expense of the meeting by free will offering and personal solicitation. 

We earnestly invite our Bishop to be with us during the revival campaign all of 
the time he can spare. 

The Committee on Evangelism recommends the name of Henry T. Young, and 
also endorses J. Douglas Swagerty, of Shreveport, Louisiana, for Conference Evangelists.

Report of Committee on Church Publications. — The report of the Committee of 
Church Publications, including that of the Trustees of the New Orleans Depository, was 
read by R. H. Harper. 

It was moved by F. S. Parker that the report be recommitted with instructions 
that the recommendation that the Depository be conveyed to the Legal Conference be 
substituted by nominations for a new Board of Trustees for the New Orleans Depository. 
The motion prevailed. 

Report of Epworth League Board. — The report of the Epworth League Board was 
adopted as follows: 

REPORT OF EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

It is gratifying to note the encouraging outlook of the Epworth League work as 
given in our General Secretary’s report. The percentage of gain in membership and 
new chapters is the greatest for a number of years. A financial plan lias been devised 
which, if faithfully worked, will meet all our obligations. The number of subscribers to 
the Epworth Era is the largest in the history of the Epworth League. 

Our State work i3 pi-ogressing and moving forward most satisfactory. We have 
a hundred organizations, a gain of thirty chapters during the year. Our State President 
and his cabinet are doing faithful work; their slogan is a League in ev6ry church. 

Resolved, First, that we, the Conference Board, co-operate with the State organ- 
ization by selecting a pastor in each district who will co-operate with the district secre- 
taries in the organizing of new Leagues and creating a sentiment for the developing of 
leadership among our young people which the League alone supplies. 

Second. We recommend that a representative of the League be engaged by the 
Louisiana, Mississippi and Alabama Conferences to represent the League work at the 
Seashore Divinity School in the annual meetnig, this expense to be paid by the respec- 
tive Epworth League Conferences. 

Third. In view of the fact that there are so many foreigners in New Orlaens and 
that there i* an effort on the part of the Mission *Board to build a church on a site 
already purchased, adequate to the needs, we recommend that our League co-operation 
with the Mission Board in forwarding this great work be extended. 

Fourth. That J. M. Boykin, H. L. Johns, and W. R. McPhearson be appointed to 
fill vacancies on the Conference Epworth League Board.

Report of Bible Society Board. — The report of the Bible Society Board was adopted 
as follows: 

REPORT OF THE BIBLE SOCIETY BOARD. 

It is very gratifying to note, that the work of the American Bible Society goes on 
without any abatement. It is a cause which appeals to every Protestant and the in- 
creasing gifts of the churches towards it indicate a deepening conviction that it is a 
lKwerful auxiliary to the church in the evangelization of the world. We are informed 
that during the past century 117,500,000 volumes of Scripture in 150 languages were 
distributed. During the past year great union gatherings have been held in celebration 
of the Centennial of the Society. Last May, in Washington City, President Wilson, Vice 
President Marshall, Congressmen Champ Clark and Ownes made addresses which com- 
manded the admiration and endearment of the Protestant Churches of America. Special 
efforts have been made by the Southwestern Agency to distribute the Testament among 
the soldiers along the border. About 1500 have already been placed in the hands of 
soldiers and it is estimated that 40,000 men have not yet been supplied. We are asked 
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to contribute money for the manufacture of the Testament, and in order to bring this 
matter befoie our people that we set aside December 10, as Army Testament Day and 
make an effort to assist in this work. The Southwestern Agency distributed last year 
more than 100.000 volumes. Special effort has been made to reach the foreign speaking 
people oi the four States under the supervision of the Southwestern Agency. Colporters 
speaking th rt language of tiie foreign people have been sent to them and there is every 
reason why the Louisiana Conference should be active in the task of getting the assess- 
ment apportioned by the last Annual Conference. We believe our brethren have this 
sacred caus^ cn their hearts and while we appreciate what they have endeavored to do 
we urge them not to relax in their effort to meet the assessment placed upon them by 
their Church. 

Resolved, that if practicable, we observe December 10, 1916, as Army Testament 

Day. 

We are glad to report an increase of $23.00 over the amount raised by us last 
year. We recommend that the assessment for the coming year remain as it has been 
and that tlm amount be apportioned to the several districts as follows:

It is gratifying to call to your attention the successful maintenance of the work 
during the past year. 

We recommend that this Conference confirm the re-election of Rev. Robert W. 
Vaughan, as superintendent; and of Rev. R. H. Wynn and Messrs. R. D. Webb and R. O. 
Randle, as members of the Board of Directors.

REPORT OF PRESIDENT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 

To the Presiding Bishop and Members of the Louisiana Annual Conference, of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South: 

Or. behalf of the Board of Directors of the Louisiana Methodist Orpahnage I pre- 
sent to you the following report: 

The institution is, in every sense, in a healthy and prosperous codnition. We 
have had material increases in every department of our work and endeavor. We are 
now supporting and educating 115 children in our Home, which is the limit of our hous- 
ing capacity, and we can expand no further in this respect until we are provided with 
sufficient funds to build additional dormitories. Five times as many applications for ad- 
mission are made to us as we are able to accommodate, and most of them worthy. 

We can only admit those in most urgent need. 

We celebrated this >ear an epochal event in our history, viz.: the dedication of 
the Louisiana Methodist Orphanage; the service was performed by our beloved Bishop 
Hoss, and the occasion was a red-letter day for the institutions. We are now clear of 
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mortgages and debts of all kinds, except a small sum for a forty acres of land we have 
recently purchased adjoining our larm, and which we needed very much. 

The report of our Superintendent, Rev. R. W. Vaughan, made* to the Board at its 
meeting last week, is an exceedingly gratifying one, in every sense of the word. It 
shows receipts for the year ending November 1, 1916, to have been $16,105.65. It will 
be laid before your body for your information as to what is being done for your orphan- 
age, and deserves your most careful study. 

The Board memorializes your body to again set aside Easter Sunday and Work 
Day as days for raising funds for the maintenance of the institution the incoming Con- 
ference veai. The terms of three of the members of the Board of Directors expire with 
the present Conference year, viz.: R. H. Wynn, R. D. Webb and R. O. Randle. There 

were all re-elected, and your confirmation of the election asked. The term of our Super- 
intendent, Rev. R. W. Vaughan, also expires, and he also was re-elected, and this elec- 
tion we ask be confirmed also. Respectfully submitted,

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 

To the Honorable S. D. Pearce, President and Members of the Board of Directors of the 

Louisiana Methodist Orphanage: 

Dear Brethren: 

In compliance with our usual custom, I beg to submit, herewith, my Annual Re- 
port, setting forth the work accomplished, the present condition, and the future outlook 
of your institution. This report covers the fiscal year from November 1, 1915, to No- 
vember 1, 1916. 

The year has been marked by steady progress along all lines of operation. We 
have handled more children than ever before in the history of our work. One hundred 
and thirty-nine children have received the benefits of the Home during the year. Thirty- 
two children have been taken into the Home; two left of their own accord; fourteen 
were placed in the homes of relatives, and eight have been placed in good Christian 
homes. We now have 115 children in the Orphanage. The health condition of our chil- 
dren has been all we coull ask; no deaths, not a serious case of illness has occurred 
among the children. 

The children have made their usual steady progress in their education, and have 
maintained their high degree of excellence in their school work. We are now sending 
three students to the Louisiana Industrial Institute, ninety-two are attending the public 
school and twenty are too small to attend school. 

Our children attend Sunday School regularly, and as many as are large enough 
attend Church each Sunday. We have our daily devotional services at the home, and 
are seeking to impress on the children the importance of a consecrated Christian life. 
The larger girls of the home have maintained during the year, a Yeung People’s Mis- 
sionary Society, paying then dues and keeping up the regular prescribed study course. 

During the year we have erected a modern, sanitary milk barn, the boys in the 
home doing the actual work under the direction of the Superintendent. This barn, ex- 
cept for the material used was erected without cost to the Orphanage. A hay and feed 
barn was a^o erected. These two buildings are conservatively estimated at a worth 
of $1000 and cost for material less than $500. We have also added forty acres of land 
to our holdings for which we art to pay $1000 in four annual payments, this represent- 
ing the only indebtedness against our institution at the present time. Quite a bit of 
fencing has been done and other improvements have been effected. The crops were 
fairly good, especially peanuts and potatoes. Our garden, while not so good as in former 
years, has given us a fairly good supply of vegetables for our table use. But little can- 
ning was done during the season, but enough to be of considerable help to us during the 
winter months. 

We have been permitted to announce a gift of $5000 toward the establishment of 
an endowment fund for the Orphanage. This gift was made by Dr. Luther Sexton, a 
prominent physician of New Orleans. This gift is in the form of interest bearing stock 
in Finlay, Dicks and Company, Wholesale Drug Company, of New Orleans, and we de- 
rived our first dividend of $400 from the stock during the year. We are profoundly 
grateful to this generous hearted philanthropist of New Orleans, and trust this is the 
beginning of a fund that will grow rapidly until it becomes of sufficient size to help re- 
lieve the great pressure for funds necessary to carry on our work.

We have added to the vaiue of our Institution this year the sum of $8,243.82. 

We carry $26,000 Insurance, with all premiums paid for three years in advance. 

From the above report you will see that this has been the best year in cur his- 
tory, financially. We are now practically free of debt, the Institution has been formally 
dedicated, and we have much to be profoundly grateful for. 

Yet, in spite of the encouraging showing made from our financial report, we are 
confronted with a most serious situation. The calls for our assistance to helpless and 
homeless children are growing more constant and persistent. We are already crowded 
beyond our capacity, and the need of additional buildings, better equipment and more 
painstaking management is imperative. To do the enlarged work demanded of us, we 
feel that an endowment sufficient to provide for our additionally incurred expenses 
will be necessary. Yet, under our plan we cannot reasonably expect larger income than 
we are now receiving. We are convinced it will be necessary to inaugurate a movement 
looking to this end. A newly developed plan has been very promising, proivded we are 
permitted to put an additional worker in the field. Yet until the plan has proven to be 
the success we feel confident it will, whereby we can relieve the churches and Sunday 
schools cf the burden of our support, we must ask that you recommend to the Confer- 
ence the continuance of Easter Sunday in the spring, and “Work Day” in the fall, as 
Orphanage days when collections be taken for our work. 

Profoundly grateful to Almighty God for His continued goodness ot us, thanking 
all our true and loyal friends, both preachers and laymen, for their generous and cordial 
help, and especially grateful to the members of this Board and the Conference Board, 
for their wise counsel and sympathetic help, and pledging again my best endeavors in 
behalf of this great and growing work, should you and Conference deem it wise to re-

Whereas, a Joint Commission from the Methodist Episcopal Church, the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, and the Methodist Protestant Church, formulated a tentative 
plan for the unification of these Churches, and, 

Whereas, the General Conferences of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and 
the Methodist Episcopal Church have both taken favorable action upon the plans sug- 
gested by said Commission, and, 

Whereas, a new Commission of duly appointed commissioners from the Methodist 
Episcopal Church and the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, is soon to convene for 
the further consideration of the important question; 

Therefore, Be it Resolved, by the Louisiana Conference of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South: 

First — That we rejoice in the spirit of brotherly love and co-operation expressed 
and demonstrated in these aforesaid steps toward unification; 

Second — That we endorse the plan suggested by our own General Conference in 
Oklahoma City; 

Third — That we nave confidence in the integrity and ability of our Commission- 
ers, and that we join them in prayer before our Father's throne for that divine wisdom 
that may enable them to agree upon a feasible plan satisfactory to both these great 
branches of Methodism; 
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Fourth — That while we believe there can finally be worked out a satisfactory plan 
for real unification by reorganization, yet we disapprove either unqualified opposition 
to the movement or undue hast in consummating plans that may not be well matured; 

Fifth — That we believe the secret of success in this matter, as well as in all other 
worthy undertakings, is to seek and follow the guidance of the Holy Spirit; 

Sixth — That we comply with the request of the Commissioners in observing with 
them the program of services and especially the watch night meeting on Sunday, 
December 31.

We believe the Church to be fortunate in the continuance of Dr. R. A. Meek as 
Editor of the New Orleans Christian Advocate, and we commend the Advocate to all 
our people, and we urge our preachers and laymen to use their influence to give it a 
wider circulation. 

The Christian Ad/ocate, published in Nashville, is a great religious journal, and 
should be read by all our people. We also commend the Epworth Era, The Missionary 
Voice, and The Methodist Review . W T e feel that the high standard of the Review is be- 
ing maintained under Dr. DuBose. These are journals worthy of our great Church, and 
we regret to find, on the report of the Publishing House, that they have been published 
at a loss duing the past year. We urge that greater efforts be made to give them a 
larger reading among our people. 

We also urge a careful study of the annuals of the General Boards. 

We recognize the superior character of our Sunday school lierature, and we rec- 
ommend its use by all our schools. 

Your committee recommend the reappointment of J. M. Henry and W. W. Drake, 
on the Publishing Committee of the New Orleans Christian Advocate; and in place of 
Briscoe Carter, resigned, wo recommend the appointment of John F. Foster.

Fire occurred in the building adjourning this property, damaging the party wall 
and other portions of the building, for which we received from the Insurance Company 
$525.60. 
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The gross revenue from the rental of the building amounted to $550.00 and the 
net sum thus realized of $223.61 is herewith enclosed. 

The lower floor of this building is now vacant, and from the information we get 
from our rental estate agent it is liable to remain so for some time,, due to the undesir- 
ability of this section of the building because of the great noise and vibration incident 
to the use of the machinery on the second floor. 

The Board as a wnole feels that it has been restricted in the management of this 
property and is now further restrained by reason of the resolution which was passed at 
the last Annual Conference embodied in the minutes on page 35. Therefore, in view 
of the fact that their authority in the administration of the affairs of this Board is so 
circumscribed, the members feel that they do no care to continue to serve longer. 

This property is valuable and is becoming more so but the best results cannot be 
obtained as long as the upper floors are used for machinery which is running a greater 
portion of each day. The objection complained of was serious enough when the machin- 
ery was used for the sole purpose of printing the Advocate, but since a geileral job 
printing business is being conducted, the nuisance has become well nigh intolerable. 

I am authorized to submit the resignation of each member of the Board, including 
the writer, and I shall therefore ask that the Conference appoint another Board of 
Trustees.

Pineville Cemetery. — .T. M. Henry presented a paper from the special committee 
on the Pineville Cemetery, which was adopted as follows: 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PINEVILLE CEMETERY. 

In pursuance of the resolution of the Louisiana Annual Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, at its session at Shreveport, Louisiana, December 14, 
1914, and found upon page 20 of the Conference Annual for said year, Rev. H. W. May, 
Presiding Elder of the Alexandria District, appointed a committee composed of Rev. 
Paul M. Brown, Messrs. T. F. Porter, G. H. Pierson, R. W. Winstead, and J. T. Sandlin, 
all members of the Quarterly Conference of the Natchitoches charge of the Louisiana 
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Conference. This committee met at Natchitoches, Louisiana, October 31, 1915, and 
passed the following resolution: 

Whereas, the committee understands from representation of those informed that 
a certain lot of land upon which the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and parsonage 
in Pineville. Louisiana, ?s located has been used for the double purpose of church and 
parsonage lot and cemetery, and that for a number of years the church and parsonage* 
have been kept up by one organization and the cemetery by another, viz., by the Board 
of Trustees of the Pineville charge and the Cemetery Association. 

Further, we find from the original deed of the property, a copy of which is before 
us, that the ownership of 3aid property lies in the Louisiana Annual Conference; there- 
fore, be it resolved, that we recommend to the Louisiana Annual Conference the follow- 
ing disposition of the_ property as an equitable adjustment of all matters at issue, viz., 
that the Louisiana Annual Conference instruct the Board of Trustees of said Confer- 
ence, otherwise known as the Legal Conference, to deed the following described por- 
tion of the property to the Board of Trustees of the Pineville Charge or their legal suc- 
cessors, viz., a certain lor. or parcel of ground, having a front on Cemetery Street or 
road, of one hundred (100 > feet and running back between parallel lines a distance of 
four hundred (400) feet, more or less, and being the western portion of the parcel of 
ground donated to this vendor as hereirihafter set out, and being also the portion of the 
said tract lying without the inclosure, the lot of ground in the southwestern corner of 
the said enclosure having a front of ninety feet on the street between the church prop- 
erty and the Rapides Cemetery and running back a depth of two hundred feet between 
parallel ines on the street behind the present parsonage, and also a lot upon which the 
church i 3 situated and next to the one last described having a front of seventy feet on 
the street between the church property and the Rapides Cemetery and running back 
between parallel lines a depth of one hundred and forty-six fet, also a lot next to the 
one last described, having a front of seventy feet on the street between the church 
property and the Rapides Cemetery and running back between parallel lines a depth of 
one hundred and forty-six feet. 

Further, that the Louisiana Annual Conference instruct its Board of Trustees to 
deed the remaining portion of ground in the present enclosure and described in the 
deed made by T. N. Maddox of the Louisiana Annual Conference on the 21st day of 
March, 1873, to the Cemetery Association above mentioned when said Association shall 
become legally incorporated under the laws of Louisiana and shall provide in its Con- 
stitution that all vacancies occurring by death or otherwise in the Association shall be 
filled by the Quarterly Conference of the First Methodist Church, South, of Alexandria. 
Louisiana.

The Alexandria Record is neatly and accurately kept, but lacks an official roll of 
the District. 

The Baton Rouge District record is neatly and accurately kept, but lacks the 
official roll, and some reports are pasted in, instead of being copied. We hold that the 
life of and adhesive nature of paste endangers the permanency of such a method of 
reserving records, and, therefore, all reports should be copied. 

The Lafayette District Record lacks the distinction between the lay and clerical 
members of the Conference in the official roll, but is in other w T ays in good condition. 

The Monroe District Record lacks marginal references, which injures its value 
as a book of reference. Its official roll is designated as the roll of lay members, and the 
names of clerical members are enrolled therein. This record also pastes in its reports 
instead of copying them. 

The New Orleans District record is neatly kept and is in first, class condition in 
every respect. 

The Ruston District Record is a model of neatness, order and completeness. 

The Shreveport District Record has no marginal references. There is no appen- 
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dix, and one cannot tell whether there were any written reports. These minutes are so 
much run in, that the reader cannot tell by the method of paragraphing where one sub- 
ject ends and another begins.

Report of Committee on Temperance. — The report of the Committee on Temper- 
ance was adopted as follows: 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

There is nothing discourages the friends of prohibition in the progress that this 
great movement is making throughout the United States. Of the forty-eight States of 
the Union tweny-six have suppressed the traffic and others are moving in the same 
direction. We are thankful to God that at the last General Council of the Episcopal 
Church, recently held in St. Louis, an emphatic protest was made against the use and 
manufacture of intoxicants. This action is accordant with the attitude of the other 
Protestant Churches of America, and arrays in solid phalanx the predominant Chris- 
tian forces of the country against the salcon. The great lesson which the warring na- 
tions is teaching the world against the use of intoxicating liquors is doing much toward 
arousing and crystalizing conviction against the traffic in our own country. The disas- 
trous effects of the saloon on the morals and bodies of the people are unanimously con- 
ceded, and the millions who are addicted to strong drink recognize the liquor business 
to be a public nuisance as well as a menace to the welfare of the country. The political 
influence of the liquor men, and the power they exercise at the polls throughout the 
country appeal to every self respecting legislator and public official to assert indepen- 
dence of a disposition so corrupt and oppressive and humiliating. The ultimate over- 
throw of the saloon and liquor business is inevitable. Everything depends on patient, 
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persistent and united effort on the part of the prohibitionists.' Of the 64 parishes in the 
State of Louisiana, 34 are dry. Three other parishes with the exception of one ward in 
each of them are dry. The Near Beer Bill prohibiting the sale of malt liquros whether 
containing alcohol or not in all dry parishes has become law. 

Resolved, That the Louisiana Conference now in session request our Senators 
and Representatives in Congress to vote to prohibit the sale of intoxicants in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and to prohibit the use of the United States mails by the Liquor traffic. 

Resolved, That we request the preachers of the Louisiana Conference to open 
their pulpits to the Superintendent of the Louisiana Anti-Saloon League and give all 
practicable co-operation in furthering his work. 

Resolved. That the Louisiana Conference request the presiding Bishop to appoint 
Rev. A. W. Turner as the Superintendent of the Louisiana Anti-Saloon League.

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ASSESSMENT RULES. 

Resolved, That whereas the Louisiana Annual Conference lias adopted a resolu- 
tion ordering that the amount aportioned to each district be distributed among the 
various charges in proportion to the membership and the amount paid for ministerial 
support during the past quadrennium, we hereby memorialize the Louisiana Annual 
Conference *hat said distribution in the several districts be based upon both the mem- 
bership and the amount paid for ministerial support of the preceding year instead of 
the preceding quadrennium as heretofore; and that the Secretary of the Annual Confer- 
ence be required to furnish data to each of the presiding elders in order that the said 
divisions may be made. 

And that all resolutions with reference to the distribution of the assessments in 
conflict with the above resolution be, and are hereby repealed.

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MEMOIRS 



ALPHEUS WATERS WILSON. 

Alpheus Waters Wilson was born to the Rev. Norval Wilson and Cornelia L. How- 
land in the city of Baltimore, Maryland, February 5, 1834. He was educated at Columbia 
(now George Washington) University, and entered the Baltimore Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church in 1853. Four years he served as junior preacher and two 
more as pastor of circuits. He served an apprenticeship, from which he graduated a 
master indeed. 

In 1857 he married Miss Susan B. Lipscomb, his life companion and helpmeet, 
who preceded him but a few years fn the church triumphant. 

From 1859 to 1870 Mr. Wilson was a supernumerary member of the Conference, 
ill health causing him to take this relation. During part of the time he practiced law, 
demonstrating that the highest success was within his reach in this noble profession; 
but as soon as possible be returned to the pastoral ministry, where his heart had 
always been. 

The history of the Baltimore Conference following the period of the Civil War is 
that of heroic adherence to principle at the cost of all things. No truer or more com- 
plete sacrifice of self was made by the Scottish ministers who formed the Free Churdh 
in the days of Chalmers, McCosh and Guthrie. They left their churches, parsonages 
and salaries for conscience sake, and in 1866 a majority of the Conference declared its 
adherence to the cause of the Southern Methodist Church and was received as an or- 
ganization. Dr. Wilson’s leadership in these trying times was both wise and courageous. 

In 1870-73, Dr. Wilson was presiding elder of the Washington District; in 1873- 
77. pastor of Mount Vernon Place Church, Washington City; and from March, 1877, to 
May, 1878, he was pastor of Calvary Church, Baltimore. 

In 1878 he became Secretary of the Board of Missions, then impoverished and 
ill-organized. He spared not himself in the huge undertaking of creating a missionary 
conscience throughout the Chinch He stirred the Annual Conferences by his mighty 
eloquence and initiated the advance movement that has gone on with increasing force 
and volume to this day. 

In 1882 he was elected Bishop. From the retirement of Bishop Keener in 1898 to 
his death in 1906 he was Acting Senior Bishop. 

As a Bishop Dr. Wilson attained his greatest effectiveness. His greatness as a 
preacher would have lacked its appropriate field within the limitations of a pastoral 
charge. He had not the talents of a Beecher or a Spurgeon; his appeal was not of the 
popular kind, nor was his range in preaching so wide as that of great pastors. Intensity, 
sublimity, prophetic insight, fervor of spirit, command of Biblical material, perfect dic- 
tion, a voice of marvellous richness and reach, combined to make of him a very great 
preacher, especially to preachers. Bishop Hoss declares that he was the greatest 
preacher he has ever heard. The late Bishop Tigert, if under appointment to preach 
at a subsequent service the same day, would avoid hearing him because of the emotional 
reaction that he thought unfitted him for preaching. His parting message to the General 
Conference contains the following self-interpretation: "Through it all (that is, his min- 

istry of sixty years) I have tried, first of all, to maintain the character of a Methodist 
preacher, than which there is none higher on earth. I have sought to preach the gospel, 
only the gospel: I have not cared for side issues that have been raised. I have paid 
little attention to opposition of the world. I have mplicit faith in the power of the truth 
when it makes its appeal to he consciences of men in the sight of God, and I have 
drawn my lecsons and my inspirations from the word of God and from that only.” 

Bishop Wilson was a great administrator as well as a wonderful preacher. He 
seemed without effort to understand every situation. He was the readiest of men. Noth- 
ing disturbed his poise or provoked him to hasty utterance. He journeyed around the 
world thrice, visiting the missions of his own church and other churches. Thrice again 
did he visit the Orient to se how his brethren did there in every city. Once he visited 
South America; and several times, whether as Missionary Secretary or Bishop, he 
visited Mexico. 

He did not succeed well as a writer. Composition was laborious to him and the 
mechanical use of the pen irked him. He read extensively and was well informed on 
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many subjects, especially theological; but his contribution to the thought of the world 
was througL his sermons. His printed lectures are not easy reading. His mind was 
saturated with the Scriptures, which he read dafly in the original tongues. He habitually 
spent long periods each day in prayer. He was never in haste, never pausing in his 
work. He might well have characterized his own life in the words of the psalmist 
(Psalms, XVI: 8) 

“I have set the Lord always before me, 

Because he is at my right hand I shall not be moved.” 

He died November 21, 1916. His hope had long been in Christ and he was more 
ready to go to be with him than ever he had been to set out on one of his long journeys. 
His facial expression had acquired a singular spiritual beauty and his features often lit 
up with a serene smile that proved the inner purity and rest of nis soul. He must have 
known that he was regarded as a great man, but his thoughts were always so centered 
in the greatness of God and the pre-eminence of Christ that self entered not into his 
mind He walked with God; he thought of little save God; he is now with God.

JAMES A. PARKER. 

A prince in our Israel was gathered unto his fathers when James A. Parker died. 
The end came in the home of his daughter, Mrs. Hopkins, of Lafayette, Louisiana, May 
19, 1916. 

Dr. Parker was a native of Alabama. In early life he was engaged in the prac- 
tice of law, and his legal training was of great value to him. 

He was converted in youth, and received into the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. He was licensed to preach in 1857, and was admitted on trial into the Alabama 
Conference, at Montgomery, December, 1860, Bishop Andrew, presiding. In his class was 
Rev. A. D. McVoy, afterward President of Mansfield College. Thus for nearly sixty years 
he stood as a “watchman on the walls of Zion,” warning men, and exhorting them to re- 
pentance and salvation by faith in Christ. 

In 1861, he enlisted as a private in the Confederate Army, but, on account of ill 
health, he was discharged the following year. Recovering his health, he re-enlisted, and 
was appointed by Bishop Andrew as Chaplain to Clayton's Division, which position he 
filled until the surrender. He also served several pastoral charges before leaving his 
first Conference. In 1868 and ’69 he was presiding elder of the Pensacola District. 

In 1870 he was transferred to the Little Rock Conference, and was appointed by 
Bishop Keener to Eldorado Circuit. Upon leaving Eldorado Circuit, he served three 
years as presiding elder of the Camden District, and following that, he spent two years 
on Magnolia Circuit. 

In 1876 he was transferred to the Louisiana Conference, and was stationed at 
Homer, where he remained four years. For thirty years or more of active ministy in 
the Louisiana Conference, he served several of its districts, and some of its most im- 
portant charges: Homer District, Alexandria District, Delhi District; Minden, Bastrop, 

Ruston, Lake Charles, Baton Rouge, and other charges. Upon the close of his pastorate 
in Benton, in 1910, he was granted the superannuate relation, in which he remained 

until the end. , 

He was an instructive, forceful preacher. His sermons were clear, luminous 

expositions of Bible truth, and the earnest spiritual fervor, with which they were de- 
livered, impressed them upon the consciences of his hearers, and he had many seals to 
his ministry. 

Brother Parker was one of our ablest ministers. In the pulpit, among his peopel, 
and on the Conference floor, he was an acknowledged leader. The Secretary of our 
Conference says of him: ‘‘Pie was a strong preacher and a man of remarkably clear 

vision. His legal training was often evident in nis public sp.eecli. He excelled as a 
deflator, and few men could present a case on the floor more clearly than he.” 

l’was intimately associated with him in the work of the boards and committees 
of the Conference, of some of which he was often chairman, and he was always courte- 
ous and considerate of the rights and opinions of his colaborers. In the discussions, 
and in dealing with the perplexing problems that sometimes arose, I never heard him 
say an unkind word, nor utter a harsh criticism, nor saw him do a discourteous thing. 
Would that more of us were like him in these fine traits of ministerial character! 

For four years, I was his presiding elder, and I looked forward to my visits to his 
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charge, with the expectation of learning something that would be helpful to me in my 
work. My love and respect for him were akin to the feeling of a son toward a father. 

He died, as he had lived, in the full assurance of faith. His was a long painful 
illness, but he never questioned his Father’s will, bore his suffering bravely, and was 
always thoughtfully, tenderly appreciative of the loving ministry of his family. 

His devotion to his family is beautifully expressed by a daughter, who says: 
“Only those who have lived with him in the intimacy of private life know just how pure 
and good that life was. When semi-delirious, he prayed aloud, and preached the most 
beautiful sermons. At other times, in his delirium, he discussed ways and means for re- 
lieving the miseries of the war-sufferers In a paroxysm of great pain, he said, ‘AH in 
God’s good time — His w ill, not mine, be done.’ Just the night before he died, he whis- 
pered, ‘All is well!’” 

We who knew and loved him sadly miss his kindly face and commanding figure in 
our Conference session. And we share in the loss which is the greater sorrow of his 
devoted companion of many years, and his children. But our loss is his gain, and, in 
the thought of John on Patmos, w T e can say, “He rests from his labors, and his works 
do follow him." 

The following song, composed by Brother Parker, during the last years of his life, 
was sung at his funeral. It bears eloquent testimony to his love for, and simple faith 
in, our Heavenly Father: 

“My day of life will soon be past — 

The sun is going down; 

And when I’m free from earth at last, 

I hope to wear a crown. 

Chorus — 

“Starry crown, glory crown! 

Ordained for saints to wear; 

I’ll share those starry crowns in Heaven, 

And reign with Jesus there. 

“This hope to me by Christ is given, 

Through crucial pain he bore; 

And when I reach that home in Heaven, 

A crown he will bestow*. 

“I’ll calmly bear my troubles here, 

With the sweet promise given, 

That he w r iil dry each falling tear, 

And crown my life in Heav’n. 

“Til struggle onward up the hill, 

Though foes w r ould press me down; 

I still will do my Father’s will, 

To w r ear a starry crown. 

“Though life to me be toil and strife, 

Or riches and renown, 

I’ll gladly yield this mortal life, 

To wear a starry crown. 

“Then join in praise for victory w r on, 

With all the Heavenly host; 

Praise to the Father and the Son, 

And to the Holy Ghost." J. D. HARPER. 



MRS. SUSAN EMMA JP1NKINS. 

Sister Jenkins, wife of Rev. M. G. Jenkins, an honored superannuate of the Lou- 
isiana Annual Conference, died in San Antonio, Texas, on Sunday, November 28th, 1915, 
and her remains were buried in Mineola, Texas. She was the daughter of Malcom and 
Susan Monroe, being born in Thomas County, Georgia, on March 22d, 1846. 
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Sister Jenkins gave her hand in marriage to Brother Jenkins on July 7, 1865, be- 
ing but nineteen years of age. Her marriage took place in the home of her birth amid 
familiar scenes and among the friends of her childhood. She was trained by godly 
parents and ever walked in the faith so beautifully pointed out to her by their faithful 
living. Her young life developed into a beautiful young womanhood. She was converted 
in early life and joined the Southern Methodist Church and was ever a noble exponent 
of its teachings. 

We learn that her last months on earth subjected her to intense pain, but that 
she bore the same with Christian fortitude. All that loving friends and physicians could 
do was unavailing, and on November 28th, 1915, this aged saint entered into rest saying 
but a short time before death claimed her, “My dear Savior has heard my prayer.” 

Gathered with the family as she passed away w r ere Rev. J. E. Harrison, President 
of the San Antonio Female College, and President Wesley Peacock, each of whom paid 
glowing tributes to our departed sister. Both knew her well and could and did bear tes- 
timony to her consistent and beautiful life. 

She was the constant companion of her husband for over fifty years, and amid all 
the joys, trials and victories of a long itinerant life she was “true as steel,” as one who 
knew her well has appropriately said: “Wherever her itinerant life led, whether it was 

in Georgia, Louisiana, or in Texas, she went ready to do for her Lord and Master, and 
faithfully she did her part in His Kingdom. She was the mainstay and comfort of her 
husband, and especially during these later days of his superannuation. Many beside those 
of her kin and household were helped By the touch of her hand, the sweetness of her 
words of love and sympathy, and the resplendent living before them of the Christ-life.” 

She leaves one daughter, Mrs. Lula Harris, and one sister, Mrs. Estelle Drennan, 
of Houston, Texas. “Separated for a w'hile, our brother and her daughter and all who 
loved her in God’s good time shall again be with her and be at home w T ith God fore\ r er 
and forever.”
